The Durnovaria Silver Band has been told it will have 
to leave its practice hall, the Fordington Methodist 
Church Hall, because the church is closing its doors and 
the premises are due to be sold at auction. 

Chairman, Colin Lucas said: “We are about to become 
homeless - a situation we have encountered before and 
one we must overcome if we are to continue. 

“One option being considered is to raise enough money 
to buy the church hall, sharing it with other organisations.

compared to last. 

It said: “The tough financial situation and the wettest 
April on record have conspired to create some of the most 
difficult verge-cutting conditions in decades. 

“This year, fewer cuts were planned for urban verges 
than in previous years to save money and to bring the 
county council’s cutting regime into line with other, sim¬ 
ilar councils. 

“But the spring deluges have made the grass grow faster 
than usual and Dorset Highways teams, covering a wider 
area than previously, have struggled to keep up with the 
reduced programme.” 



Grounds service group manager Steve Harris said: 
“Some people have enjoyed seeing the flowering wild 
flowers and they have certainly benefited insects. 

“Other people who liked the urban verges kept short 
have understood that we cannot cut them quite so often 


any more.” 

Dorset Highways is now planning ahead by investigat¬ 
ing other ways of managing verges which could reduce 
the amount they will need to be cut in future - while also 
providing thriving habitats for wild plants and animals.

Bus service rescued 

DORCHESTER'S threatened bus services are to 
continue after a rescue package was worked out. 

The county council has agreed a revised service 
with Damory. 

It will merge the 1 and 2 services for Victoria Park, 
Castle Park, Poundbury Road and Normany Way 
with a new amalgamated 3 and 4 service covering 
Fordington, Syward Close, Fordington Fields and 
Manor Park. 

Town councillors Stella Jones and Molly Rennie, 
who started a petition to save the services, have 
thanked the county council for their work in saving 
the routes and have appealed for local people to 
now make use of the bus routes. 

Problems started earlier in the year after Damory 
Coaches said it could no longer afford to run what 
it said are loss-making services. 

Other routes affected by the changes include a di¬ 
version of the 216 service to include Charlton Down 
and the 387 between Dorchester and Poole, which 
will now be run by First Hampshire to include earlier 
and later services.

ONE of Dorset’s most senior police officers has been 
named as a recipient of the Queen’s Police Medal (QPM) 
in The Queen’s Birthday Honours list. 

Assistant Chief Constable Adrian Whiting, who has re¬ 
sponsibility for delivery of the 2012 security operation, 
has been recognised for distinguished service following 
a 30-year career in policing. 

On receiving the news, ACC Whiting said: “I am im¬ 
mensely humbled to have been honoured in this way. 

“It remains a very great privilege to have the opportunity 
to work with the terrific people in the Force, and with 
those from further afield in respect of certain command 
roles I have been able to undertake. In truth any recogni¬ 
tion should surely be theirs.

Summer drink drive campaign begins 


YOUNG men are the most likely 
group to be arrested for drink-drive 
offences in Dorset. 

The police summer drink and drug 
driving campaign has seen 52 arrests 
in the first two weeks - of those, 21 
were under the age of 30 and almost 
all of them were men. 

The month-long campaign runs 
throughout June, with every driver 
involved in a collision being breath 


tested - irrespective of whether they 
are suspected of drink driving or not. 

During last year’s campaign, a total 
of 40 drivers had been arrested over 
a similar two-week period. 

Chief Inspector Matt Butler, Head 
of Dorset Police’s Traffic Unit, said: 
“It is disappointing to see that more 
motorists are risking their lives by 
drink driving this summer compared 
to last year.” 


He is also asking the public to help: 
“If a member of the public suspects 
someone is going to drive under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs, they 
should dial 999 and report the details 
to the police so that we can intercept 
that vehicle.

■ JUDGING by the steady stream 
of letters in the local press on the 
subject of the new offices for West 
Dorset District Council (WDDC), 
now under construction in Charles 
Street in Dorchester, it would ap¬ 
pear that WDDC leader Robert 
Gould’s wish that we should put 
this matter behind us, is far from 
being granted. 

Indeed my own findings rather 
indicate the opposite as more and 
more West Dorset residents, seeing 
for themselves the scale and setting 
of this Titanic edifice, express their 
dismay at what is being done to the 
county town with their money. 


As your readers will be aware a 
number of West Dorset voters chal¬ 
lenged the District Council’s ac¬ 
counts for 2010/2011 and this 
triggered an examination by 
KPMG, the council’s “external” 
auditors. Their report focussed on 
the issue of the new offices and 
makes interesting reading - WDDC 
scoring only two out of a possible 
four in terms of “value for money” 
is far from satisfactory. 

However, as we all know, very 
few people will have either the time 
or the inclination to read it in full. 

It is for that reason that I am hold¬ 
ing a public meeting in Dorchester 


Town Hall on Wednesday, July 4th 
at 7pm. 

KPMG’s findings and six recom¬ 
mendations will be considered and 
the financial truths of the whole af¬ 
fair will be assessed. 

After reflecting on the likelihood 
or otherwise of Charles Street 
Phase 2 (the promised underground 
carpark, stores, hotel, shops etc), a 
discussion will follow focusing on 
what people might be able to con¬ 
tribute to improve both governance 
and transparency within local coun¬ 
cils in the future.

• The form and lay out of the proposed development is fully supported under West Dorset’s own planning guidelines established in 2009 - 
therefore rejecting this proposed layout would be contrary to the council’s own guidance. 

• The response of English Heritage to the plans is inaccurate. The following will be retained: the historic elements of the Lilliput Building, 

ALL of the Red Brick Cafe, The Auction House, the "Twine Walk and Store, the Northlights Building, the Old Tar House and, of course, 
the Bridport Industries Building with its distinctive tower. 

• The Trick Factory - the estate’s own indoor BMX/skateboard park for the youth of Bridport - will become an even more significant benefit for 
the town and will be set within a modern modular design and the highest levels of sound reduction. 

• The four buildings planned for replacement are not Listed and have been altered so substantially that they are now of very limited historical 
value ; the tin sheds that have been the subject of so much comment were never used for net manufacture and are an eyesore to visitors arriving 
at Bridport Coach Station. And replacement of the Stover Building was previously accepted by WDDC officers in an earlier application. 

And finally, earlier this year the coalition government introduced a new planning policy which requires local planning authorities 
to approach decision taking in a more positive way with the aim of significantly boosting the supply of housing. 

Through a clever mix of affordable and open market housing and refurbished commercial units, Hayward & Co will retain 
the unique identity of St Michael’s and add to the vibrancy and vitality of Bridport.

Maiden Newton at War 2012, bigger and better than ever 


THE premier 1940s re-enactor event in Dorset, 
Maiden Newton at War, returns for the third time on 
23rd and 24th June 2012. 

This increasingly popular event recreates the at¬ 
mosphere of the 1940s through living history and 
re-enactments. Maiden Newton is the ideal location 
to hold an event of this kind, because its landscape 
remains almost unchanged since the 1940s. During 
the Second World War, Maiden Newton went 
through the full evolutionary process of preparing 
for war. Initially it established its local Auxiliary Fire 
Service, Home Guard and Air Raid Precautions to de¬ 
fend against an expected enemy invasion. It then 
supported the allied invasion in 1944 by becoming 
an important US Quartermasters Stores railway 
bridgehead. 

The Event Manager, Andy Elliott, says "Maiden 
Newton is unusual in that most of its WW2 defences 
still exist. Initially it was on a'Stop Line'and anti tank 
obstacles and Pill Blocks were constructed in large 
numbers. Many of these can still be seen forming a 
circular defence around the village to create an 'Anti-

Weymouth 124-7 beat Dorchester 148-8 

BY THREE WICKETS ON REDUCED RUN RATE 

KIERON Womble and Ben Doidge 
steered Weymouth to victory in this 
game which was reduced due to persist¬ 
ent rain midway through the Dorchester 
innings. 

Matt Lawes, standing in for unavailable 
skipper Dean Janaway, won the impor¬ 
tant toss, and put the county town in on 
a wicket where the ball kept low and the 
long and damp outfield made it difficult 
to penetrate. 

They started brightly with Steve Gerety 
(17) hoisting Dave Trotter (2-36) for two 
consecutive sixes, but the bowler got his 
revenge soon after dismissing both 
Gerety and Pete Moxom (10) whilst 
Lawes accounted for Ian Sibley for a duck 
to leave Dorchester on 31-3. 

Things didn't improve with the intro¬ 
duction of Dan Hutchens (3-23) who re¬ 
moved Dan Belt (11) and Sam Goodhew 
(7) as Dorchester slumped to 51-5. 

It was left to Quenton Miller (32) and 
Jon Legg (26) to dig in, but not before 
rain had sent the players off for an hour. 

The pair added 63 for the sixth wicket 
before skipper Martyn Richards (17 not 
out) helped them to 148-8 off their 50 
overs. 

In response Weymouth chasing 124 
from 33 overs, lost Hayden White (5) 
bowled by Crispin Brown, and with Jim 
Ryall (26) striking a few lusty blows be¬ 
fore becoming a victim of Moxom (2-21), 
they too found themselves in some trou¬ 
ble at 73-5.

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TRIPLE Olympic gold medallist Ben Ainslie heads the names of 
the Great Britain sailing team chosen for London 2012 
Olympics which will be staged at the Weymouth and Portland 
National Sailing Academy. 

Ainslie will represent Team GB in the Finn class hoping to se¬ 
cure his fourth consecutive Olympic gold medal having won 
his first in Sydney in 2000, racing in the lighter Laser craft 

He subsequently switched to the heavyweight Finn dinghy, 
securing successive Olympic titles in Athens and Beijing and 
will be trying to emulate legendary Danish sailor Paul Elvstrom, 
who won four consecutive Olympic gold's between 1948 and 
1960, three of them in the Finn. 

Victory would see the 34-year-old join rower Matthew Pin- 
sent as only the second British athlete to have won four con¬ 
secutive Olympic gold's; only Sir Steve Redgrave, with five, 
having won more. 

Ainslie had the honour to be selected to run the first leg of 
the Olympic Torch Relay when it started its journey to London 
from Land's End last month. 

He will be joined in Dorset by Beijing Olympic Star champi¬ 
ons lain Percy and Andrew Simpson. Percy (35) is going for a 
third Olympic gold medal after winning the Finn title in Sydney 
in 2000, and then teaming up with Olympic debutant Simpson 
to take the Star title four years ago. 

Paul Goodison who won gold in Beijing in 2008 after disap¬ 
pointingly finishing fourth in Athens four years earlier, fought 
off stiff competition from Nick Thompson in the Lasers and 
hopes tom make it a double. 

Hannah Mills and Saskia Clark have been selected for the 
Women's 470 despite only teaming up in February following 
the retirement of Weymouth's twice Olympic champion Sarah 
Ayton, whilst Luke Patience and Stuart Bithell will represent 
the men in the same class. 

The pair who have been racing as a team since 2009, clinched 
their spot when collecting silver at the World Championships 


in Perth in December. 

Eyes will be on sisters Lucy and Kate Macgregor and Annie 
Lush who will be competing in the new Elliott 6m match-racing 
event which replaces the Yngling class, in which Britain's 
women achieved consecutive gold medals between 2000 and 
2008. 

Although the team only finished seventh at the Olympic test 
event it was enough to win the place. 

Windsurfers Nick Dempsey and Bryony Shaw have also been 
picked to compete in the RS:X class. 

Dempsey, who is married to now retired 470 gold medallist 
Ayton, finished fourth in Beijing following a bronze in Athens, 
whilst Shaw won the bronze medal in the 2008 Summer 
Olympics, the first ever women's windsurfing medal for the 
British Olympic team. Both live in Weymouth and train at the 
WPNSA. 

The latest and final additions to the team are 49er's Stevie 
Morrison and Ben Rhodes, and Alison Young who will race in 
the Laser Radical class 

Morrison (33) and Rhodes (31), have been sailing together 
since 2001, and won the 49er World Championship in 2007. 

Although among the favourites for gold in Beijing, they fin¬ 
ished ninth and will be looking to put that disappointment 
right this time. 

They won the place ahead of John Pink and Rick Peacock, the 
2009 world silver medallists, and Dylan Fletcher and Alain Sign, 
the 2011 European champions. 

For Young, this will be her first Olympics.

Potential to medal in every event 


Britain won six medals at the 2008 Olympics in Beijing - four 
gold, a silver and a bronze, and Olympic sailing boss Stephen 
Park has set a goal of four medals from 2012, to include at least 
one gold. 

"I can honestly say hand on heart that we've got people 
who've got potential to medal in every single event - we've 
never had that before. 

"That doesn't mean to say that we'll medal in every event; far 
from it; but in terms of preparing a good team the sailors have 
done an incredible job to date." 

British sailors are the most successful in Olympic history, hav¬ 
ing won 50 medals - including 25 golds - since sailing was in¬ 
troduced to the Olympics 

Team GB have "people with potential to medal in every single 
event". 

The Paralympic team has also just been finalised with the an¬ 
nouncement that Helena Lucas has won her place to race in 
the 2.4R, ahead of Megan Pascoe. 

Such was the fierce competition between the two that the 
decision was delayed until the last moment. 

Lucas who is ranked third in the IFDS rankings, just behind 
Pascoe who is second, was seventh on her Paralympic debut 
in Beijing. 

The Skud pair of Alexandra Rickham and Nikki Birrell are the 
current IFDS Nol's by a long way, and will be looking to im¬ 
prove on their fifth place at Beijing. 

The Sonar trio of John Robertson, Hannah Stodel and Steve 
Thomas are also top of the IFDS rankings, just ahead of the 
French team.They go into the Olympics as favourites although 
they only finished sixth in both Athens and Beijing.

Rolls charged with alleged 
breaches of FA rules 

FORMER Weymouth Football Club chairman George Rolls 
has been changed with over 3,000 alleged breaches of FA 
rules covering betting and misconduct. 

Rolls, whose family handed over the reins of the club to a 
consortium led by current chairman Nigel Biddlecombe in 
February of this year, denies the charges, will appear before 
an independent regulatory commission on July 4th. 

After leaving theTerras the Cambridge based businessman 
became acting chairman of Blue Square Premier side Ketter¬ 
ing Town. 

The offences involve FA Rule E8 (a) relating to betting 
which Rolls is alleged to have breached almost 1,000 times 
in season 2007/8, over 1,700 times in 2008/9 and almost 400 
times in 2009/10. Rolls was involved in the day-to-day run¬ 
ning of Weymouth Football Club from November 2009. 

Current chairman Biddlecombe was quick to reassure fans 
that the charges are personal to Rolls and do not reflect in 
any way on the club. 

In a statement posted on the club's website on Friday he 
said: "I have taken the opportunity to speak with the Football 
Association and have confirmed that the alleged charges 
presently being laid against Mr Rolls are personal to him and 
do not reflect on Weymouth FC. 

"If proven any punishment will be meted out to Mr Rolls 
and will not affect our club. 

"I hope this will dispel some of the fears that are being ex¬ 
pressed on the subject." 

The Directors of Weymouth Football Club Limited have an¬ 
nounced that the Annual General Meeting of the club will 
take place at the Bob Lucas Stadium on Saturday, June 30th 
commencing at 12 noon, where the main business of the 
meeting will be the formal re-election of the interim Board, 
the adoption of accounts and the adoption of the resolution 
that the Articles of Association be changed to allow provi¬ 
sions pertaining to the CommunityTrust.
